London, Nov. 25 —Thus fir the 
special dispatches describing th: battle 
of Belmont bear as erotyped Character 
proving that the hound of the censor has 
been at work upon them ‘They are too 
incoherent to enable the reader to form 
an accurate idea of the event orto place 
& proper estimate npon the value of the 
victory, Ail the acconnts agree rexpec- 
ting the splendid fighting qualities dis- 
played on both sides, Nothing could 
have exceeded the steady courage and 
pluck of the British infantry im the 
face of terrific tire; while the Boer 
guns were splendidly served, the gun 
ners standing to them with dogged de 
termination, exposing themselves until 
the very last moment, and only becom. 
ing wild and inpac uate jm ther «im 
during the final charge of the Pritish 
infantry, <All admit, however, that 
the victory could not be properly fol: 
lowed up, and utilized, owing to the 
want of sufficient cavalry 

The pursuit of the defeated enemy 
by the Fifth Lance s was evidently not 
very effective, and, curiously enough, 
while all the correspondents report the 
capture of Boer guns, Lord Methaen’s 
own report omits any mention of such 


an achievernent. On the whole it al 
most seems safe to assame that the 
Boer guns were not captured. The 


striking proof afforded of the ex: ellent 
material Gen Methuen bas in’ his 
brigade is, however, a matter of great 
satisfaction in L.ndon There 18 an 
unconfirmed rumor that the correspond- 
ence seizea in the Boer camp contains 
evidence of treasona’ le communication 
between the Boer and Dutch colonists. 

Gen. Buller's destination is kept a 
strict secret at Cape Town Some re 
porta say that he bas gone north, and 
others that he has gone to Durban, as 
already cabled. 

A dispatch to the Times trom Mooi 
River gives the British casualties in 
the Willow Grange affair as three killed 
and forty-four wounded. This is the 
first news of such @ heavy loss, and if 
correct, suggests & repetition of Gen 
White’s action of Oct. suo 

The Pietermaritzburg corcespondent 
of the Daily Maal, describing the same, 
saya: ‘The Britt h surprised the Boers, 
earried their position, captured all 
their equipment, and returned, reach 
ing Estcourt in safety, Gen. Hildyard 
was well satisfied with their work.’ 

One statement says The remnant 
of the Boer army ought to 
ward the Orange Free State territery, ”’ 
The correspondent of the ‘Limes at Bel 
mont aays: ‘After the batlte the Laoag 
er was burned, and the anmunition de 
strovedt Cavalry and mounted tftan 
try on both of the flanks pursued the 
enemy, but were unable to overtake the 
retreatihog: boors, who got away with 
their transport, ‘The Boer route was 
complete, and their lo ses are belreved 
to equal ours, ‘They used some dom 
dum bollets.

THE ENEMY DEFEATED! 


GEN. MENTHUES ATTACKED THE 
BOERS NEAR BELMONT. 


Boers Were in a Strong Position and 
the British Loss Was oS Killed, 
159 Wounded, IS Missing, 


London, Nov. 24. —The secretary of 
state for war has roceived the following 
dispatch throngh Gen. Forester. Walk- 
er, from Gen. Methuen, dated Belmont, 
Nov. 28—Attacked the enemy at day- 
break this morning. He was in strong 
position, Three ridges were carried in 
succession, the last attack being pre 
pared by sbrapne! Infantry behaved 
splendidly and received sapport from 
the naval brigade and artillery. The 
enemy fought with courage anu skill,

Am burying a 
good number of the Boers, but the
